The 
French freighter slipped away to 
safety. The Ajax returned the 
German fire with six-inch guns, 
momentarily repulsing the attacker 
and at the same time summoning 
the Achilles and Exeter. 

| Quickly the Germans found the 
tables turned with their 26-knot 
battleship harassed by three faster 
but lighter-armed British ships. The

The Admiral Graf Spee had not 
been mentioned in European war 
reports since the British-German 
dispute over whether it had been 
hit in the British air raid on Ger- 
many’s Kiel base, Sept. 4, the sec- 
ond day of the war. 

A British airman, said to have 
dropped the first bomb of the war, 
said in an authorized interview at 
London Sept. 19 that the Admiral 
Graf Spee was the principal target 
of the raid. Germany denied it 
had been hit.

“The Graf Spee was full of bat- 
tle scars,” he said. “On the port 
side, about 60 feet from the bow 
and five feet above the water line, 
there is a big hole. It is about 
five or six feet in diameter. The 
edges of the hull are bent outward, 
which made me think when I saw 
her that something must have ex- 
ploded inside the ship. 

“I also noticed the forward ob- 
servation tower had been split 
right through. One of the towers 
near the forward 6-inch guns was 
practically torn from its base. 

“The airplane on the catapult al- 
sO was damaged and the top was 
torn off. Debris was all over the 
place. They were repairing the 
ship, I believe, to put on full speed 
and get ready for the sea again. 


GERMAN-RUSSIAN

Accord Reached in Septem- 
ber Wiped Poland Off 
Map and Strengthened 
Economic Relations. 


BERLIN, Dec. 14 (AP).—The 
German-Russian friendship and 
boundary treaty initialed Sept. 28 
was ratified today at the Foreign 
Office by Foreign Minister Joa- 
chim von Ribbentrop and Alexand- 
er Shkhartzev, Russian Ambassa- 
dor to Berlin. 


The accord as announced Sept. 
29 contained agreement on a Ger- 
man-Russian border in  Polana, 
wiping that nation off the map of 
Europe. It rejected any interfer- 
ence by other Powers in the set- 
tlement. 

Under other parts of the treaty, 
Germany and Russia were put 
side by side in urging France ana 
Great Britain to end their wa 
against Germany.

Capt. Buron rang for bull speed 
ahead for Uruguayan territorial 
waters and ordered crew and pas- 
sengers into lifebelts. 

The Formose dragged along at 
12 knots while the warship, its 
guns trained on the merchantman, 
rapidly cut down the distance be- 
tween them at 22 knots. It was 
a race against time, for British 
cruisers were known to be in the 
vicinity.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP).— 
fwo manufacturers’ organizations 
opened their attack today on a 35- 
cent-an-hour minimum wage recom- 
mended for the shoe industry. 

The St. Louis Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, demanding a wage differ- 
ential in favor of communities of 
10000 or less population, and the 
National Boot and Shoe Manufac- 
turers’ Association, advocating a 30- 
cent minimum, were the only op- 
ponents of the proposal listed for 
appearance at a wage-hour admin- 
istration hearing. 

Supporters of the 35-cent recom- 
mendation made by a unanimous 
vote of a shoe industry committee 
included labor organizations and 
the New England Shoe and Leather 
Association as well as two of the 
country’s largest manufacturers, 
Endicott-Johnson Corporation, En- 
dicott, N. T., and the Florsheim 
Shoe Co., Chicago. 

A survey of shoe manufacturers 
in the St. Louis area indicated that 
adoption of a 35-cent minimum 
would increase payrolls in their 
plants 12.6 per cent, said H. O. 
Whiteside of the St. Louis Manufac- 
turers’ Association. 


He explained that 14 companies, 


employing 17,000 workers, had been 
surveyed. 

Approval of the minimum, he 
added, won't do the job of elim- 
inating certain types of competition 
or raising workers’ wages.” 

Says It’s Up to Labor. 
He contended it was up to labor 


primarily to bargain on its own be- 


half and that the Government 
should not be called on to establish 
wage levels. 

Testifying at a session last night, 
Leo Goodman, research director for 
the CIO’s United Shoe Workers of 
America, contended a floor for 
wages would stop migration of in- 
dustry from established manufac- 
turing centers to smaller commu- 
nities. 
Goodman declared adoption of 
the 35-cent minimum would make 
it impossible for a few manufactur- 
ers to lower labor costs so they 
would have an unfair advantage 
over other manufacturers. 

Profits of St. Louis Firms. 
Reading figures from Securities 
and Exchange Commission reports, 
he said that in 1937 the Interna- 
tional Shoe Co., St. Louis, had a 
gross profit of $22,670,000; Endicott- 
Johnson, $12,795,000, and the Brown 
Shoe Co., St. Louis, $6,287,000. 
“This shows that these companies 
as well as the others can afford a 
slight increase in wages,” he de- 
clared. “Through technological ad- 
vancement alone, by which produc- 
tion in men's shoes has increased 
30 per cent since 1923 and in wom- 
en's shoes 20 per cent since 1932, 
manufacturers can make up the 
negligible difference.” 

Goodman contended increased 
purchasing power among shoe 
workers since establishment of the 
minimum wage law in October, 
1938, had resulted in purchase of 
2000,00 more pairs of shoes an- 
bually. 

Government Oontracts. 

Goodman also contended that 
plants in small communities could 
afford to pay the 35-cent minimum. 
He testified that plants of the J. 
Herman Co., Millis, Mass.; Interna- 
ional Shoe Co.,, and Brown Shoe 
Co, had been given Government 
contracts totaling nearly $4,000,000 
under which the Public Contracts

Illinois Attorney-General, on 
Surprise Visit, Says He’ll Act 
if Local Officials Don't. 


In a move to clean up gambling 
in St. Clair County, Attorney-Gen- 
eral John Cassidy of IIlinois visited 
the county unexpectedly today, and 
after a conference with Circuit 
Judge Maurice V. Joyce and State’s 


Attorney Louis Zerweck, announced 
to reporters that the State would 
take over enforcement of anti- 
gambling laws if local authorities 
did not act. 

Except for several handbooks in 
East St. Louis, the county at pres- 
ent is free of gambling, as it al- 
ways is when the Circuit Court 
‘Grand Jury is in session. For years 


it has been the practice of owners 


of gambling resorts to close down 
‘before a grand jury convenes, then 
reopen immediately after adjourn- 
ment, 

The Brooklyn Club and other 
gambling houses closed their gam- 
bling rooms a short time before 
the grand jury convened. They had 
operated without interference from 
State’s Attorney Zerweck and Sher- 
iff D. A. Prindable. 

Statement by Cassidy. 

In a statement issued to report- 
ers following his conferences, Cas- 
sidy declared that “the people of

Wayman Thinks There Are

He 
thought that with proper medical 
authority supporting this view the 
courts would uphold the supply- 
ing of clean fuel as a proper mu- 
nicipal function. 
It would be necessary, however, 
he said, that a fuel or fuels be 
available which could be univer- 
sally used in all types of heating 
equipment without producing 
smoke. The municipal function or 
supplying clean fuel then would be 
comparable to that of providing 
& pure water supply and would rest 
on the same legal grounds, he said.

Chamberlain’s Statement 
Cheered—In Report to 
Commons He Says Nazis 
Back Soviet Invasion. 


THINKS HITLERISM 
IS ROOT OF EVIL 


Cites Violent Campaign 
Against Scandinavian 
Countries — Praises Gal- 
lant Sea Action. 


LONDON, Dec. 14 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Chamberlain declared to- 
day that “the gallant action” of 
“three comparatively small British 
ships against a much more heavily 
armed adversary” probably would 
free the South Atlantic from depre- 
dations of the German raider Ad- 
miral Graf Spee. 

Praising the League of Nations’ 
action in condemning Russia for 
the invasion of Finland, Chamber- 
lain told the House of Commons 


that “Germany alone among the 
nations even now is abetting by 
word and deed the Russian ag- 
gression.” 

The House cheered Chamberlain’s 
statement that “in addition to air 
supplies to Finland the Govern- 
ment intend similarly to release 
other materials that will be of as- 
sistance to the Finnish Govern- 
ment.” 

He added that generous help had 
been forthcoming from other coun- 
ties, including the United States, 

Nazis Paved Way for Soviet. 

He said Germany seized on the 
Finnish conflict to deflect attention 
from the primary object of the Al- 
lied war effort—the defeat of Nazi 
Germany. 

“We musth never lose sight of 
that objective,” Chamberlain de- 
clared. “We must never forget it 
was German aggression which 
paved the way for the Soviet at- 
tack on Poland and Finland.” 

“We must give what help and 
support we can to the latest victim 
of these destructive forces,” the 
Prime Minister said, “but mean- 
while it is only by concentrating 
on our task of resistance to Ger- 
man aggression and thus attacking 
the evil at its root that we can 
hope to save the nations of Europe 
from the fate which otherwise must 
@vertake them.”

Counselor Ed- 
gar H. Wayman recommended tak- 
ing the stock, but the board took 
the opposite view, because of the 
city’s bad guess at the time of the 
previous reorganization. . 

The city then decided to accept 
stock instead of nearly $800,000 
cash. Counting the price received 
for a part of the city’s holding, the 
amount now to be received, and 
interest, the city has lost nearly 
$300,000, as compared with what it 
might have had by accepting its 
cash option.

If they are still working at jobs 
covered by the Social Security Law, 
they now are potential beneficiaries 
of the monthly payments which will 
be distributed next year to all qual- 
ified workers 65 or older. 

Statisticians report that out of 
$24,995,837 lump sum _ settlements 
made between January, 1937, and 
August, 1939, a total of $9,930,751 
so-called “live claims” were paid to 
178.575 workers. The remainder 
were death claims. 

The lump sum which these work- 
ers have received, however, will be 
deducted from whatever monthly 
benefits they qualify to receive in 
the future. It will be deducted in 
lump sum fashion, not piecemeal 
from each monthly check, 

The settlements averaged from 
$75 to $80, and if a worker retirés 
and qualifies for a $25-a-month old- 
age insurance check, he will have 
to wait three months for the deduc- 
tion to be made before the checks 
start rolling in. He will receive the 
‘monthly payment then for the rest 
of his life. 

To qualify for a monthly old-age 
insurance benefit a worker must be 
65 or older, and must have earned 
at least $50 in each of six calendar 
quarters since Jan. 1, 1937, in a 
job covered by the Social Security 
Law.

BUCHAREST, Dec. 14 (CAP).— 
Eighty persons were killed and 200 
others gravely injured today in an 
explosion at a cellulose plant under 
military control at Zarnesti, Ru- 
mania. 

Many of the injured were thought 
to be dying. Whole families were 
wiped out in their sleep by the 
early morning blast of an overheat- 
ed 1000-gallon kettle of chemical. 

A high wind spread the flames 
and carried chlorine fumes over 
the village. 

Many inhabitants fled to the 
woods but numerous families living 
near the factory perished. Among 
them were the families of two fac- 
tory directors and an engineer. 

The casualties included all of the 
plant workers. 

Many townsfolk, including small 
children, were overcome in their 
sleep. : 

A railway train which pulled into 
its station near the factory about 
the time of the blast was hastily 
abandoned by the passengers. The 
engineer and two station attendants 
who remained at their posts met 
death. 

Firemen of surrounding towns 
and soldiers in gas masks battered 

down doors to drag hundreds of un- 
conscious persons to safety. They 
picked up many others where they 
had fallen in the streets. 

While first reports of the explo- 
sion did not indicate sabotage, the 
disaster followed a series of train 
wrecks and oil plant fires which 
have caused heavy loss and for 
which many persons blame “foreign

W. K. Herndon Tells Fed- 
eral Committee of Ar 
ranging Sale of Concern 
While Examining It. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES

WASHINGTON, Dea 14—While 


examining the Federal Reserve Life 
Insurance Co. for the State In- 
surance Department of Kansas, 
William K. Herndon testified today 
before a sub-committee of the Tem- 
porary National Economic Commit- 
tee, he was simultaneously conduct- 
ing ‘negotiations which resulted in 
the purchase of control of the com- 
pany by Massey Wilson of St. Louis 
and E. W. Merritt Jr. f 

As a special State insurance ex- 
aminer, his wage for the 22-day 
period was $220, plus expenses. His 
commission as a broker during that 
time was $115,000. 

„I wonder that you troubled to 
be a State examiner at all,” com- 
mented Counsel Gerhard Gesell of 


the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission. 

“There were idle times in be- 
tween,” replied the witness, and a 
man has to have bread and butter.” 
He admitted later that the position 
of public examiner opened up infor- 
mation which he could turn to ad- 
vantage as a private broker or ex- 
pert consultant. 

How Deal Was Arranged. 

The details of the Wilson-Mer- 
ritt transaction were disclosed in 
a confidential letter, identified by 
Herndon, which he wrote Dec. 10, 
1928, to Harry B. Walker, an at- 
torney of Kansas City, Mo., re- 
garding Herndon’s income tax re- 
turn. It appeared that Herndon’s 
brokerage commission was entered 
as a “$115,000 commission on the 
sale of stock,” and that, in order 
“to protect my commission,” the 
stock in question was first passed 
through the hands of Herndon's 
personal attorney, Carl Willbrand 
of Kansas City, Mo. 

“On Jan. 23, 1928,” the letter 


read, “In a conference with Mr. 
E. W. Merritt Jr., I offered him 
an opportunity to become ‘asso- 
iciated with this company (Fed- 
eral Reserve Life). Mr. Merritt, 
at my suggestion, on Jan. 24, 
called on Mr. Vernon Boyd Holt 
and made him an offer for a 
block of approximately 8000 shares 
of stock. ... After his meeting 
with Mr. Merritt, Mr. Holt told me 
that my commission was to be all 
in excess of $250,000 received for 
the stock. I was told by Mr. Holt 
that Mr. Merritt agreed to pay 
approximately $335,000 for the 
stock in question. 

J then called on Mr. Merritt, 
and he told me of his offer, and 
agreed to pay me $40,000 as my 
commission from him. Later I in- 
formed Mr. Holt of the commis- 
sion to be paid me by Mr. Merritt, 
and it was agreed that he would 
protect all my commissions in this 
deal, and we would treat the mat- 
ter as $373,000 due from Merritt 
and his associates. 

Mr. Merritt brought in Massey 
Wilson of St. Louis as an associate 
on the night of Jan. 24, our confer- 
ence being at the Muehlbach Hotel. 
... On Feb. 13, Massey Wilson 
was elected a member of the board 
of directors, and at my suggestion 
the stock was transferred to Carl 
Willbrand for the purpose of pro- 
tecting my commission. 

“On March 21, the stock was 
transferred to Merritt and his as- 
sociates, the money having been 
raised through the Commerce 
Trust Co. of Kansas City, Mo., the 
City National Bank of St. Louis 
and the U. S. Reserve Life Insur- 
ance Co. of Kansas City, Mo. A 
check for $373,000 was given me 
and deposited to my credit at the 
Commerce Trust Co. I immediate- 
ly paid checks for $250,000 to Mr. 
Holt and his associates, leaving me 
a commission of $115,000.” 

Got W. H. Gregory to Sell. 

The 8000 shares at issue were 
owned by the late Wesley H. Greg- 
ory, president of Federal Reserve 
Lite, who was ill but who had stead- 
fastly refused to dispose of his 
stock. Herndon’s service consisted 
in persuading him to sell. Accord- 
ing to testimony given last week by 
Vernon Holt, former secretary and 
treasurer of the company, Herndon 
caused a purported order from the 
State Insurance Department to be 
conveyed to Gregory, to the effect 
that he must get out of the com- 
pany and sell his holdings. Today 
Herndon denied this allegation. 

Herndon told reporters that his 
present rank is that of Major-Gen- 
eral in the National Guard, that 
he has recently been on duty at a 
military camp in Kansas, and that 
he maintains a home in Topeka in 


addition to a residence in the mil- 
lionaire colony at Beverly Hills, 
Cal. ‘ia

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 14.—Se- 
lection of Sam C, Blair, City Coun- 
selor of Kansas City, for appoint- 
ment to the vacant Circuit Court 
bench of the Fourteenth Judicial 
District, with its principal seat in 
Jefferson City, was announced to- 
day by Gov. Lloyd C. Stark. 


The vacancy was created by the 
death of Judge Nike G. Sevier, Dec. 
1. The circuit comprises Cole, 
Cooper, Maries, Miller, Moniteau 
and Morgan counties. ' 


Blair, notified by the Governor 
today of his selection, has not in- 
dicated whether he will accept the 
appointment. He is 35 years old, 
and was Assistant United States 
Attorney in Kansas City, under 
District Attorney Maurice M. Mil- 
ligan, for five years, He had a 
part in the 1936 vote fraud trials, 
and in the grand jury investigation 
of the Missouri fire insurance rate 
compromise, resulting in the im- 
prisonment of Boss T. J. Pender- 
gast and former Insurance Super- 
intendent R. Emmet O'Malley. 

Last June, at the invitation of 
Mayor Bryce Smith and on the 
advice of Gov. Stark, Blair accept- 
ed the position of City Counselor of 
Kansas City. He has maintained 
his legal residence in Jefferson 
City. He is a son of James T. Blair 
of St. Louis, former Judge of the 
Supreme Court, 


| The appointment will be for the 


unexpired part of Judge Sevier's 
term, ending Dec. 31, 1940. The 
salary is $6000 a year, or $2000 
less than that of the City Coun- 
selor of Kansas City. 

The importance of the Fourteenth 
Circuit judgeship lies in the fact 
that the Circuit Court of Cole Coun- 
ty handles many cases affecting 
State departments, particularly the 
Public Service Commission, Insur- 
ance and Highway departments. In- 
junction suits against State officers 
are filed in this court. 

At present, the litigation involv- 
ing the $1,475,000 impounded excess 
payments of St. Louis gas consum- 
ers, with the question how large a 
part shall be refunded to the con- 
sumers and how much, if any, shall 
go to the gas company, is pending 
in the Cole County tribunal. 


3 FORMER RED LEADERS NOW 
STALIN'S FOREIGN POLICY AIDS 


Litvinov, Troyanovsky and Boris 
Stein on Unofficial Informa- 
tion Bureau. 

MOSCOW, Dec. 14 (AP).—Three 
men who at one time had a leading 
role in Russia’s now abandoned 
policy of collective security are re- 
ported unofficially to be submitting 
digests of foreign policy to the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Communist 


general of this body. 

The three are Alexander Troy- 
anovsky, former Ambassador to the 
United States; Maxim Litvinov, for- 
mer Foreign Commissar, and Boris 
Stein, former Ambassador to Italy. 

Reports say they constitute a sort 
of foreign affairs information bu- 
reau of the Communist party, with 
Litvinov in charge. Litvinov's re- 
placement as Foreign Commissar 
by Premier Molotov last May 3 was 
followed by Russia’s turning away 
from co-operation with the League 
of Nations and by new accords with 
Germany. 

Troyanovsky left Washington in 
June, 1938, and last May was re- 
placed as Ambassador by Constan- 
tine Oumansky. Litvinov no longer 
is living in Spiridovnaka, official 
residence of the Foreign Commis- 
sar, as he did for months after his 
replacement by Molotov, but has an 
apartment of his own. 


SUDDEN DEATH TAKES TOLL 
OF 3914 IN MISSOURI IN YEAR 


Accidents Principal Cause, but Sui- 
cide Second, With 633 Tak- 
ing Own Lives. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 14 
(AP).—Violent and accidental 
deaths in Missouri were caused by 
almost everything from suicide to 
hunger and thirst in 1938. Most of 
the 3914 deaths were accidental, the 
State Health Department reported 
today, but suicide was the second 
most important cause. Only one 
person's death was reported from 
hunger and thirst. 

Of the suicides, 121 died from 
liquid or solid poisons, 48 through 
poisonous gas, 89 by hanging or 
strangulation, 24 by drownings, 293 
by firearms, 27 by cutting or pierc- 
ing instruments, 27 by jumping off 
high places and four by other 
means. 

The elements killed 60—seven by 
excessive cold, 45 by heat and eight 
iby lightning. Twenty-two died from 
injuries by animals. Accidental 
deaths also included: Crushing and 
landslides, 133; electric currents, 
21; falls, 706; burns, 139; conflagra- 
tions, 40; drownings, 159; food pol 
sonings, 22; mechanical suffoca- 
tions, 32. Eight died in the State's

QUESTIONING OF JURY 
ON RELIGION BARRED 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch, 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 14— 
An order of Greene County Circuit 
Court. granting a new trial of a 
damage suit, because the court had 
refused to permit the plaintiff's 


counsel to question prospective 
jurors as to whether they were 
Protestants or Catholics, was re- 
versed by the Missouri Supreme 
Court today and the case remanded 
with directions to reinstate a ver- 
dict by the jury for the defendant. 

The Supreme Court held the trial 
Judge’s ruling, preventing question- 
ing of the prospective jurors as to 
their religious affiilations, was the 
proper one and could not be made 
the basis of granting the plaintiff's 
motion for a new trial. 

Commissioner Henry J. Westhues, 
who wrote the opinion in Division 
No. 2 of the Supreme Court, said 
questions as to the political or re- 
ligious affiliations of a juror “only 
became pertinent under peculiar 
circumstances,” and should not be 
asked unless the nature of the case 
itself makes them pertinent, or the 
attorney has given reasons for such 
inquiries. 

He pointed out that the Missouri 

Supreme Court had ruled that af- 
filiation with a political party on- 
stituted neither a qualification nor 
a disqualification for jury service.” 
The commissioner said the same 
ruling applies to religious affilia- 
tions. 
“Trial courts have a wide discre- 
tion in supervising the selection of 
jurors,” Commissioner Westhues 
said, “and the exercise of this dis- 
cretion will not be interfered with 
unless clearly abused.”

WASHINGTON—In 10 games he 
carried the ball 170 times, passed 
90 times for a total of 260 plays; he 
gained 828 yards rushing and 537 
passing for a total of 1365 yards. 

HARMON—In eight games he 
earried the ball 129 times, passed 
8 times for a total of 223 plays; 
he gained 868 yards rushing and 
488 passing for a total of 1356 yards. 

EAKIN—In 10 games he carried 
the ball 119 times and passed 193 
times for a total of 312 plays; he 
gained 372 yards on the ground and 
70 in the air for 1342 yards. 

The bureau rates the total of- 
fensive leaders on the number of 
yards gained. It compiles the aver- 
age gain per game, but subordin- 
ates this classification in the rank- 
ings. This is the first year since 
the bureau started charting the 
gridders that the man with the 
highest yardage does not also 
hold the highest average per game. 

For instance, Whizzer White led 
in both classifications in 1937 and 
Davey O’Brien topped both in 1938. 

However, in 1939, Washington, 
Harmon and Eakin rank in that 
order in total yards gained, but 
Harmon and Washington trade 
places in average per game, Har- 
man leading with a 169.5 average 
and Washington second with 136.5.

INTO CALIFORNIA 
ORGHARD STRIKES 


La Follette Committee to 
Hear Today Testimony 
of Farm Leaders and 
Officials of Yuba County 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 14 (AP). 
—The La Follette Senate Liberties 
Committee turned from statistics 
to strikes today in its investiga- 
tion of California’s agricultural in- 
dustry and summoned as witnesses 
various officers and farm leaders 
of Yuba County. 

Scores of CIO pickets were ar- 
rested in a fruit workers’ strike 
last July in the Yuba County 
“peach bowl” region of the Sacra- 
mento Valley. 

Arthur W. Stuart, agricultural 
economist attached to the commit- 
tee, testified yesterday that “Cor- 
poration, and other large-scale 
farming ‘dominate California agri- 
culture.” He said 18 farming cor- 
porations reported their land and 
improvements worth $72,800,000 in 
1937. 

In today’s testimony, committee 
attaches said, the investigating 
body hoped to obtain information 
about a strike at the Dantoni and 
New England orchards of the Earl 
Fruit Co. in Yuba County. 

Officials Turn Over Fates. 

Madera and Fresno County of- 
fitials, who previously had refused 
to furnish records to the commit- 
tee, appeared at yesterday’s hear- 
ing and Fresno officers turned 
over the requested files. District 
Attorney George Mordecai of Ma- 
dera read a statement in which he 
declined to hand over certain reo- 
ords on the ground that revelation 
of the data would hinder prosecu- 
tion of criminal actions now pend- 
ing. 

Earlier, the Madera officers had 
obtained an opinion from State 
Attorney-General Warren saying 
public records should be made 
available except in cases in which 
public interest would suffer by dis- 
closure. 

Dr. Varden Fuller of Berkeley, 
agricultural economist, absolved 
employers of the charge that mi- 
gration was encouraged to create 
a labor surplus. 

Spontaneous Migrations. 

“Most of these migrations come 

spontaneously,” he said. But he 
observed that farm employers al- 
ways supported free migration and 
opposed the artificial check im- 
posed on Oriental labor. 
Dr. Fuller testified that three- 
fourths of all hired farm labor in 
California was employed by one- 
tenth of the operators. 

“Less than one-half of the total 
agricultural population is perma- 
nently employed, he said. 

He reviewed historic migrations 
to California farmlands—succes- 
sively, the Chinese, unemployed 
whites, Japanese, Filipinos, Mex- 
icans and ultimately, after the de- 
pression, “white families migrating 
from the dust bowl.” 

James E. Wood, labor economist 
on the committee staff, contended 


— that while California’s farm out- 


put had increased, the total of 
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labor 
he said, “virtually since 1921.”

Hitler Getting 
Ready to Strike, 
Signs Indicate 


Goebbels’ Words at 
Trier Cited — New 
Troops, Equipment 
Moved Up.

ERMANY is on the eve of “the 
greatest decision of its his- 
tory,” Propaganda Minister Dr. 
Paul Joseph Goebbels, recently de- 
clared at Trier just behind the west 
wall. These words now seem to be 
taking shape either as the shadow 
of the long-awaited German offen- 
sive or as another serious move in 
the war of nerves. 

The Dutch are obviously alarmed 
and it takes a good deal to shake 
them. Numerous French authori- 
ties are fairly sure that this time 
the German staff, which constantly 
has been avoiding Fuehrer Adolf 
Hitler’s injunctions to attack, by 
a series of pretexts, will not be 
able to dam the Fuehrer’s impetu- 
osity much longer. 

Today there are close to 100 Ger- 
man divisions within striking dis- 
tance of the Dutch, Belgian, French 
or Swiss frontier. The French be- 
lieve that most, if not all, of these 
troops have been informed that 
there will be no Christmas leaves. 
Fresh German infantry, cavalry 
and other units have reached Lor- 
rach in Baden; the cantonments at 
Erkelenz, near the southern end 
of the Dutch-German border, are 
filled with troops. A new regiment 
artillery, including some 8%-inch 
guns, have reached Aachen—be- 
lieved to be new guns. from the 
Skoda works in Bohemia. Fresh 
armored and motorized troops have 
strengthened the already heavy 
forces between the Ruhr and 
Cleves. 

Further to the north, where they 
would apparently be used equally 
against Sweden, Holland, or Great 
Britain, are heavy air concentra- 
tions. The landing fields of Schle- 
swig-Holstein and Oldenburg have 
been carefully conditioned. It is 
repotted that a recent concert in 
Bremen was attended by no less 
than 1000 German airmen. 

Finally, well-informed persons in 
Paris are now convinced that prep- 
arations for the embarcation of 
large forces have been completed 
at Hamburg, Bremen and Bremer- 
haven. \ 

Certainly, if Hitler intended to 
strike within two days he would 
not be doing any differently than 
he is doing.

In the War Zone 


Can Dispel It. 


Story of Bremen Is Still the Great Mystery 
of the War—Captain of the Liner Alone 


By T. R. YBARRA 
HOUSANDS of Americans, who 
went marching with our armies 
of tourists in the pleasant lost 

days of peace, remember well the 
spacious Columbus dock at Bremer- 
haven in Germany, where the crack 
$20,000,000 German liner Bremen 
used to arrive from New York, and 
whence she used to depart, while 
crowds cheered and bands played 
and flags flapped gaily from her 
decks. 

Now the Bremen is at that dock 
again. She nosed up to it empty of 
passengers, silent and sinister in 
her shroud of war paint. Mystery 
surrounded her—except for an oc- 
casional ray of news—even since 
she. stole out of New York harbor 
three and a half months ago and 
headed out into the deadly perils of 
the Atlantic. 

It fell over the Bremen like a 
smoke screen when she vanished 
east of Sandy Hook, just before the 
outbreak of Europe’s new war. For 
weeks it persisted. All sorts of 
guesses were made as to what had 
happened to her. Some thought 
she had been sunk by the British 
and that the latter were keeping 
the story dark, for mysterious rea- 
sons. 

Other Surmises About Bremen. 


Others decided that the gigantic 
German ‘liner—brought to a stop by 
a British war ship—had been scut- 
tled before a prize crew could be 
put aboard her. Others surmised 
that she was safe in a remote neu- 
tral harbor, guarded from unwanted 
publicity by mysterious arrange- 
ments with local officials. 

Still others imagined the Bremen 
in the guise of a raider, crisscross- 
ing the seas in defiance of slower 
ships attempting to intercept her, 
stopping and sending to the bottom 
prize after prize before those in 
charge of her victims could end the 
mystery of the famous German 
ship's whereabouts by wirelessing 
news of their predicament. 

Then the Bremen suddenly

that had enveloped her since her 
departure from New York was dis- 
pelled by the- graphic narrative 
of a Dutch member of her crew, 
who told it to an Amsterdam re- 
porter.

These 
remained—and still re- 
main—largely unanswered, 

Now new changes have been rung 
on the Bremen mystery. What dark 
plots were hatched while she lay 
at Murmansk, in preparation for 
her homeward voyage? Where did 


Russia stand in those plots? When 


did the Bremen leave Murmansk? 
Why did she leave? Why, as she 
stole through Russian and Nor- 
wegian waters, was she sighted only 
by one lone British submarine? Ex- 
actly what happened, after she had 
been sighted, to prevent that sub- 
marine from sinking or capturing 
her? 

The British say that the sub- 
marine’s Captain found it impossi- 
ble to warn the Bremen of his 
presence and refused to ignore the 
rules of international law by sink- 
ing her without warning. The Ger- 
mans on the other hand insisted

In October, 1917, an event occurred that seemed 


led by the remarkable Nicolai Lenin, overthrew the 
weak Alexander Kerensky and succeeded to the 
power that had been exercised for 400 years by the 
corrupt, degenerate, cruel and, finally, pusillanimous 
Romanoff. ; : 

The murderous tyranny of the Romanoffs was one 
of the blackest pages in history, The page had been 
turned and henceforth Russia was to be governed by 
the plain people and for the plain people under 
the basic philosophy of Karl Marx. Philosophers, 
intellectuals, men of good will the world over, even 
though they disagreed with Marxian theory, turned 
their sympathetic attention to this experiment, which 
they thought might rank as the greatest historical 
event since the Bastille fell in 1789. 

“Liberty, equality and fraternity” was the great 
phrase that the French Revolution sent ringing 
down the corridors of time. The Russians were 
to have liberty, equality and fraternity; but they 
were also to have bread. Whereas the emphasis 
of the Mirabeaus and Dantons was on political free- 
dom, the emphasis of Lenin and his followers was 
an economic freedom—the right of men to eat and to 
work. 

Moreover, it was a fundamental’ tenet of Marx 
and Lenin that this new order should not be con- 
fined to the masses in Russia, but it should spread 
all over the world. The stock phrase of the Com- 
munist manifesto was: “Workers of the world, unite, 
you have nothing to lose but your chains.” 

Marx molders in his grave: Lenin’s mummified 
body lies in a shrine on Red Square in Moscow. 
His colleague, Trotsky, a disciple of the original revo- 
lutionary doctrine, eats bitter bread in exile, At the 
top of the heap, in the seat of the Romanoffs, is Josef 
Stalin, as ruthless a dictator as Ivan the Terrible. The 
dictatorship of the proletariat has gone with the wind. 

It is easy to damn the Bolsheviks. They have 
been damned and double-damned ever since they 
came into power because they offered a deadly threat 
to the institution of capitalism and othey cherished 
conceptions of our society, religion included. But 
through all the vicissitudes of more than two decades, 
a goodly body of humanitarian spirits—the Thomas 
Mores and the Edward Bellamys, so to speak—have al- 
ways kept in mind the early promise of the revolution. 

The bloody purges of the early days were con- 
doned as a necessary phase—as historians have con- 
doned the work of the guillotine in the days of the 
French Terror. Likewise the wholesale expulsion 
of the kulaks and the starvation of the Ukrainian 
peasants. Likewise numerous other brutalities that 
seemed justified by the end. And even when Stalin 
broke with Trotsky and, therefore, broke with the 
whole Marx-Lenin tradition, his apologists said it 
was better and more sensible to make Socialism suc- 
ceed in one country, as Stalin said, than to hold to 
the belief in Socialism throughout the world, „as 
Trotsky did. 

Apologies and more apologies. And then came 
the ghastly butchery in which Stalin liquidated 
the old Bolshevists,.men holding the most impor- 
tant posts, men who have given their early lives to 
suffering and imprisonment for the revolutionary 
principle. It was as though Thomas Jefferson had 


to offer new hope to mankind. We refer to the).

Where were 
the roseate dreams of 19177 But two decades is a 
short time in the history of human progress and 
there was still hope that a benign and fruitful 
Socialism would be devéloped in Russia. 

On Aug. 23, 1939, an astonishing about-face took 
place in Russia’s foreign policy when Stalin, to 
whom Hitler had referred as the scum of the 
earth, signed a non-aggression pact with Germany 
and thus helped to precipitate the war. But, as events 
proved, Stalin was not playing Hitler’s game so 
much as his own, and his own game, as events have 
further proved, is not Marxism, not Leninism, not 
Socialism, but old-fashioned imperialism such as has 
been practiced by every dictator since Alexander 
the Great. 

The occupation of Poland can be explained and 
defended. The occupation of parts of Estonia, Lat- 
via and Lithuania were for military purposes. And 
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From the Romanoffs to Stalin 


the negotiations with Finland were undertaken to 


protect the great city of Leningrad from attack by 
way of the nearby Finnish border. But what cannot 
be explained or defended, is the armed attack upon 
Finland, before negotiations had been exhausted, in 
violation of every principle of peace and human 
brotherhood that Bolshevism was supposed to stand 
for. 

Thus we find the independent journal, the New 
Republic, which for 20 years has defended Soviet 
Russia against all comers, saying: “Russia has made 
defense of its action impossible on the part of those 
who were friendly or were willing to reserve judg- 
ment.

AN INVESTMENT IN THE NATION’S WELFARE. 

From time to time, we are warned from preacher’s 
pulpit, professor’s platform or editorial writer’s 
cubicle that we must not measure the values of a 
higher education by a dollars-and-cents standard. 
There is no gainsaying that scholarship can be its 
own reward. However, just as long as the American 
character remains unchanged, we shall continue to 
apply a more pragmatic standard. A man may not 
live by bread alone, but without bread he cannot 
live at all. 

So it is quite proper that the Pulitzer Prize Schol- 
arship Committee should report that 54 of its bene- 
ficiaries—all of them boys from the lowest income 
group of New York—are now earning more than 
$10,000 a year. Only 4 per cent are earning less than 
$1000 a year, and the average salary is something 
more than 35000. It is hard to conceive how $1,000,- 
000 disbursed over 50 years could have been invested 
to produce a more handsome return. 

Yet, when the scholarships were established, they 
were criticised most bitterly. Chauncey Depew pre- 
dicted that the recipients would become paupers and 
dependents. How completely this opinion has been 
reversed! Scholarships and endowments of all kinds 
have been established. During the ’20s, our univer- 
sities and their scholars flourished like the green 
bay tree. 

But it has been a different story during the last 
decade. Income from established funds shriveled 
away, and few new gifts were forthcoming. How- 
ever, today the individual needs to be better equipped 
for a world grown more competitive. And that 
world needs better-equipped youths to help it cope 
with problems undreamed of half a century ago. 

The Pulitzer scholarships made our vaunted Amer- 
ican equality of opportunity real for more than 
500 young men. Perhaps all of them would have 
made their marks even without this help. But that 
is Open to doubt. Today this is even more difficult. 
And so these benefactions are now more than ever 
investments in the welfare of the nation.

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KANSAS CITY’S “MAN OF THE YEAR.” 

Suggested perhaps by the St. Louis Award for 
outstanding civic service, an annual award has been 
established in Kansas City for the community’s 
“man of the year.” The first recipient has been 
named by more than 100 civic leaders, and he is, 
rightly enough, Edgar Shook, head of the reform 
Police Board. 

Mr. Shook has been, in fact, Kansas City’s “man 
of two years.” Gov. Stark called him first to head 
the elean · up Election Board, notwithstanding the 
fact that many Democrats in Kansas City derisively 
regarded him as a “Republican.” On the Election 
Board, Mr. Shook, in the words of the Kansas City 
Star, “went all the way with a program to return 
the vote to the people.” When Gov. Stark obtained 
passage of his Kansas City Police Board law, Mr. 
Shook was transferred to the chairmanship of 
the new Police Board, where he is applying the 
merit rule and enforcing laws that long were 
ignored by Kansas City’s political spoilemen.

Southern football has come into its own in the past 
few years, and Tom Meany, a football authority 
writing in the Saturday Evening Post, thinks the 
psychology of revenge is a factor. 

When a team from Dixie goes up against a Yankee 
team, according to the Meany theory, the Southerners 
fight the Civil War all over again. Giving the rebel 
yell under their breaths, they go in to avenge the 
defeat at Gettysburg, the surrender at Appomattox, 
Ben Butler’s sack of New Orleans and Sherman’s 
march to the sea. 

Mr. Meany’s theory is interesting, but it won't 
stand close scrutiny. Let's take Tennessee, which has 
won the accolade of the Rose Bowl invitation as an 
example, Tennessee is a Southern university, of 
course, but is situated at Knoxville, in Lastern Ten- 
nessee, and draws nearly half its students from that 
section, And Hastern Tennessee, unlike most of the 
rest of that State, was fiercely loyal to the Union in 
the Civil War. 

If there is anything to Mr. Meany’s theory, the 
Tennessee team shouldn't be worth a tinker, be- 
cause of internal disgension between the descendants 
of those who wore the Blue and of those who wore 
the Gray. Besides, Ed Molinski, Tennessee’s All- 
American guard, came from Massillon, O., and George 
Cafego, the star halfback, also ids a Northerner. 

So let's put aside the fine romantic idea of ex- 
plaining the progress in Southern football in terms 
of a sublimated desire for revenge. It is more real- 
istic to account for it by such things as better sal- 
aries to attract clever coaches and more attention 
to recruiting high school and prep school stars.

“Abraham Lincoln: The War Years” 

(Harcourt, Brace & Co., New York), 
Carl Sandburg completes the life of Lin- 
coln begun in “The Prairie Years.” Taking 
the total achievement, there is nothing in 
historical literature that I know quite com- 
parable with it. 

I generally distrust the meeting of per- 
fect writer and perfect theme. The sur- 
prising thing about Sandburg writing on 
Lincoln is that in this case the results are 
good: the democrat, the poet, the story- 
teller, the earthy Midwesterner, the singer 
of the people has managed somehow to 
write about another democrat who was 
also something of a poet in his way and 
a vast story teller and an earthy Mid- 
westerner and a product of the mass, 


Wa the four volumes that comprise 


broader than anything else in American 
biography: over 2000 pages of text, hun- 
dreds of illustrations, a hundred pages of 
index. The work he has given us is not 
only a biography of Lincoln and a history 
of the Civil War. It is itself a battlefield, 
a sprawling panorama of people and issues 
and conflicts held together only by Sand- 
burg’s absorption with the central figure. 

Sandburg is in these books three things: 
reporter, poet, lover. As reporter he sets 
dawn what happened with the athletic 
matter-of-factness that the best journalists 
put into their craft. But it is a reporter 
who has a million and a half words at his 
disposal, and so Sandburg empties his 
notebooks into his pages. But while nothing 
is too minute to be put in, there are no 
superfluous interpretations. 

The facts are allowed to speak for them- 
selves, yet almost always they are so ar 
ranged (with a simplicity that almost con- 
ceals the cunning) that they do speak and 
have something to say. And Sandburg has 
the reporter’s passion for concreteness. We 
learn the exact numbers of everything, the 
exact look of all who enter the story. 

* - * 


There is also Sandburg the poet. A poet 
turning to biography and history is likely to 
flaunt his muse or, by an inversion, to be 
ashamed of it and suppress it. Not Sand- 
burg. The America of Lincoln, the teeming 
years of suffering and battle and greatness, 
lie drenched in the moonlight of his lyricism. 
The Sandburg here is the Sandburg of the 
Chicago poems, celebrating America and the 
obscure ways of life, setting his words down 
with neither elegance nor precision, but 
with a curious random obliqueness that 
manages almost always to reach its object. 

I have mentioned Sandburg the lover. I 
know of no other word that will describe 
the 12 years spent in wooing the material,

There is no attempt to prettify, to play 
down crudities and failings; neither is there 
any hint of exploiting them. 

All the lumbering awkwardness of the 
man is there, his gropings and fumblings, 
the way he entered the reception room at 
the White House and made people feel he 
was the man in the room who was least at 
home. But the simplicity of the man is 
also there—a simplicity which, in Emerson's 
phrase, was “the perfection of manners.” 

Sandburg spells that out in detail, while 
he never lets us lose the sense of the sym- 
bolic relation between Lincoln and the 
American energies. And he manages also 
to convey Lincoln's tortured sense that there 
had been imposed on him a task too great 
for a human to bear. It is here that one 
strikes the deepest chord in Lincoln. 

There are two peaks in the book; the 
chapter on Lincoln's laughter and religion, 
and the analysis of how Lincoln had to tell 
his stories in order to relieve the intolerable 
tensions within him; and the chapters on 
the assassination and the country’s mourn- 
ing. To the latter especially, Sandburg 
brings his most complete gifts, telling the 
story with the subdued reverence of a 
passion play, and with a fatality as if the 
actors were moving in a dream.

DWARF STARS FOUND 
BY TEXAS ASTRONOMER 


He Suggests Discovery Shows 
Stellar Bodies at Beginning, 
Rather Than End of Evolution 


AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 14 (AP).— 
Five new stars belonging to the 
mysterious group of White dwarfs” 
have been discovered by McDon- 
ald Observatory, University of Tex- 
as executives disclosed today. 

Dr. Otto Struve, observatory di- 
rector, said that the discoveries, 
which bring the group’s know to- 
tal to 24, may upset current theo- 
ries as to the generation of energy. 
Dr. Gerald P. Kuiper, research 
associate who has sighted 13 of the 
24 “heavy stars,” made the discov- 
eries. , 

“These stars have volumes of the 
erder of that of the earth, but 
their masses are approximately 
equal to that of the sun,” Dr. 
Struve said. “Hence their densities 
are fantastically large, in some 
cases exceeding 1000 tons per cubic 
inch.” 

Astronomers and physicists have 
been interested vitally in the 
“dwarfs.” -They promised to throw 
light on such fundamental prob- 
lems as the generation of energy 
in the interior of stars.

“This process should gradually ex- 
haust the supply of hydrogen, and 
the theory predicts that ‘white 
drwarfs’ at the end of the evolu- 
tionary cycle should be particular- 
ly devoid of all hydrogen, 

“Prof. Kuiper’s work shows that 
hydrogen is fairly abundant in the 
stars investigated at McDonald 
Observatory. No solution has been 
found except that, as Dr. Kuiper 
points out, the white dwarfs may 
well represent the beginning stages 
of the evolutionary sequence rath- 
er than the closing stages:”

“The still neutral nations in Eu- 
rope represent as high a standard 
of living, material and cultural, as 
any on earth. They represent as 
high a stage of political and social 
advancement as any on earth. 


Holland, and the Dutch Empire, 
which has consistently maintained 
the open door to all traders; Swe- 
den, whose social organization puts 
our own to shame; Denmark, whose 
agricultural economy, popular edu- 
eation and serene culture are way 
in advance of most nations; Nor- 
way, poor but free; Belgium, who 
has deserted alliances for independ- 
ence and assumed the duty nut to 
provoke; Switzerland, the omest po- 
litical democracy and the only fed- 
eralism in Europe and the only 
country that has solved the nation- 
ality problem—these, and all the 
nations of South America, look to 
us to help them atay at peace. 


I think that without any alli- 
ances with anyone, we should dem- 
onstrate our solidarity with these 
nations—demonstrate it; not say it. 


The trade and therefore the pros- 
perity of all these nations has been, 
and will be seriously injured by the 
blockades and counter blockades of 
the belligerents. 


The weaker they become, in an 
economic and military way, the 
more likely they are to have their 
neutrality violated. The more like- 
ly they are, also, to fall a victim to 
disintegrating forces working Upon 
them from within. 


Serving U. S. Interests. 


Therefore we should aid them 
and in a grandiose way, economi- 
cally, financially and in the fortifi- 
cation of their defenses, 


It is in our own interests to do 
so. We have most of the world’s 
gold buried in Kentucky, and if all 
the rest of the world is forced, 
through poverty and the prodigious 
drain of war, to revert to primitive 
barter, and we are simply stuck 
with our gold, we may as well leave 
it there forever, or dig it up to 
makes bangles for the unemployed 
as cheap as tin. 


Its economic usefulness depends 
upon its being used as a medium 
for the international exchange of 
| goods. To lend it to the belligerents 
will, we think, involve us on one 
side or another in the war. But 
we should lend it—and under most 
favorable terms—to the neutrals, 


right now.

If we want to make neutrality 
popular, attractive and safer, we 
should make especially favorable 
land preferential trade and tariff 
‘agreements with the neutrals. 
| We should develop our markets 
with them and theirs with us, 
developing here, and collaborating 
to develop in South America in- 
creased room for the products es- 
sential to their national economies, 
and increaséd markets for our own 
exports. The aim of strengthening 
all truly neutral nations, rather 
than the usual conventions ‘and 
traditions of trade, should be kept 
in mind. 


| And, I think, we should endeavor, 
with our great power, to free the 
seas, even in war zones, and even 
to the extent of convoying our ships 
for strictly neutral trade. 

This would mean pledges among 
the neutrals that products so ex- 
changed would be wholly for home 
‘consumption or for reshipment to 
‘neutrals, and would not find their 
way to belligerents. 
| This does not mean to Finland. 
Finland is not a belligerent, but a 
violated neutral.

USED AGAINST GRAVES 


Supreme Court Refuses to De- 
lay Ouster Hearings for 
Prosecutor, 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 14 
(AP)—A Supreme Court opinion 
written by his father in 1911 
thwarted Jackson County Prose- 
cutor W. W. Graves yesterday when 
his lawyers sought to delay the 
State’s suit to oust him from of- 
fice. 

James E. Burke, an attorney for 
the prosecutor, asked the Supreme 


Court to halt ouster. hearings be- 
fore Special Commissioner Leon P. 
Embry in Kansas City “during the 
period of the respondent's (Graves’) 
inability to be present.” 

He said a stomiach disorder which 
has kept Graves in a hospital since 
Oct. 19 would prevent his appear- 
ance in court for “four~ to six 
weeks” longer. 

The Supreme Jourt, which long 
ago appointed Embry to determine 
the facts in the suit to oust Graves, 
refused to intervene on the basis 
of the opinion written by the elder 
W. W. Graves when he was a mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court, 

The elder Graves held that the 
court “will not interfere (with the 
proceedings of a special commis- 
sioner such as Embry) but will 
wait until he makes his final re- 
port. The court will leave a com- 
missioner free to rule according to 
his own judicial judgment.” 
Attorney-General Roy McKittrick 
filed the ouster action early this 
year, accusing Graves of negligence 
and misuses of his office. The suit 
was filed after Gov. Stark charged 
that Graves’ “continued failure to 
prosecute ghastly felonies justifies 
his immediate removal from office,” 


Commissioner Continues Hearing to 
Jan. 29. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 14 
Graves, Jackson County Prosecu- 
tor, from office met another delay 
today. 
Leon P. Embry, appointed by the 
Missouri Supreme Court as com- 
missioner to take testimony in the 
case and make findings of fact and 
conclusions of law, announced his 
hearing had been continued to Jan. 
29, despite the court. ruling. 
“But what else can I do,” he 
inquired, “when the Attorney-Gen- 
4eral's office not only tells the court 
unequivocally that the commission- 
er is wrong, but agrees with coun- 
sel for Graves that it would be 
error to proceed.”

You'll have better success 
and greater ease if you bake the 
bacon on a rack placed in a drip- 
ping pan in a hot oven. In 10 or 
15 minutes the bacon will be uni-

flavor of good bacon unmarred by 
any burned edges. 
Frankfurts, if of good quality, 
tender, large and juicy, make a 
grand meat for shopping day. 
These are cooked in the process of 
preparing for market so need only 
be dropped into hot water five to 
eight minutes to heat through. 
With these, serve baked beans. 
There is canned brown bread, too, 
and plenty of salad greens for a 
toss-up salad. In place of baked 
beans, perhaps you would prefer 
golden kernel corn flecked with 
chopped green pepper, or canned 
asparagus topped wtih tomato or 
cheese sauce. The market is full 
of vegetables, fresh, canned, or 
frozen—from which to choose the 
companion complement to the 
steaming hot frankfurts. 
> Another quick and easy dinner 
meat is broiled corned beef hash 
on broiled onion slices. Just push 
the corned beef hash from the can 
and slice into one-inch pieces, Wrap 
the edges with bacon and secure 
ijiwith a toothpick. Then broil or 
bake until browned and serve on 
toast with browned onion slices. 
A spicy tomato sauce and a green 
vegetable make a combination that 
tastes as good as it looks. 
One more suggestion is worthy of 
attention. It’s a glorified tomato 
rarebit with a trim of crisp bacon. 
This is a fine supper dish and 
good for informal meals where 
the family and guests gather in the 
kitchen or around the table grill 
to help with the “fixings.” 

Supper Dish. 
One cup grated aged American 
Cheddar cheese. 

One-fourth cup butter. 

One-third cup flour. 

One cup hot milk. 

One cup cooked tomatoes. 

One-fourth teaspoon soda. 

One-half teaspoon mustard. 

One-half teaspoon paprika. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Cayenne pepper. 

One cup head rice. 

Six slices bacon. 

Melt the butter in a heavy frying 
pan. Add cheese, cover with flour. 
Cover and cook very slowly until 
the cheese is melted and bubbled 
up through the flour. Stir in the 
milk. Add the soda mixed with 
the tomatoes. Season. Simmer to 
blend well. 

Wash rice. Boil until tender. 
Drain. Rinse with hot water. 
Drain. Spread on a 6-inch by 9-inch 
buttered baking dish. Pour hot 
tomato cheese sauce over the top 
of the rice. Lay strips of bacon 
on top. Broil or bake until the 
bacon is well browned... Serve. 

Note: This recipe makes two 
and one-half cups of sauce. 


CREAM CARAMELS 


Combine two cupfuls sugar, one 
teaspoonful vinegar, three fourths) 
‘cupful syrup, one-third cupful dut- 
iter, three-fourths cupful coffee 
cream or evaporated milk, and cook, 
stirring until the boiling point is 
reached, then add three-fourths cup- 
ful more coffee cream and continue 
cooking, stirring continuously, un- 
til it forms a very firm ball (246 
degrees) when tested in cold water.

Shenandoah Park Experiment in Soil-Saving 
Is Not Successful, but Idaho Colonies 
Do Better for Government, 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 14 (AP).— 
The Interior Department received 
with disappointment but not disil- 
lusionment today the news that 
Billy the beaver has walked off 
a Federal project. 

Billy, along with three other beav- 


ers, was placed in the Shenandoah | 


National Park with the high hopes 
that they would build a of 
dams and be happy in their work. 

The contention of the Govern- 
ment is that beavers—by being en- 
couraged to build dams under Fed- 
eral protection—can help a lot in 
stopping soil erosion. 

Two of the beavers quit the 
Shenandoah Park project in a hur- 
ry, but Billy and his wife were dit. 
ferent—they stayed on and showed 
plenty of that old National Parks 
Service spirit. 

Then Billy left his 8 
dam and his wife, Beatrice the 


beaver, and has started to work on 


. dam of his own near Strasburg, 
a. 

“We are naturally disappointed,” 
said a beaverist in the department, 
“but we shouldn't give up on Billy 
and beavers, what's happen- 
ing in Idaho.” 

Idaho is the Government's real 
testing ground for beavers as nat- 
ural conservationists. A couple of 
colonies were set to work building 
dams in that State, and from re- 
ports reaching Washington, they 
like working for Uncle Sam and 
have showed no mass tendency to 
quit their jobs. Families have been 
been raised, little beavers have tak- 
en over the work of their parents, 
and even their little ones have 
started laboring for the Govern- 
ment, 

In the Virgin‘a case, the beaver- 
ists believe the skeptics should 
wait.

RETURN OF SOVIET ENVOY 
LINKED WITH FINNISH WAR 


Observers in Moscow Connect De- 
parture From Rome With Fascist 
Demonstrations. 

MOSCOW, Dec. 14 (AP). — The 
hasty return of the newly appoint- 
ed Russian Ambassador to Rome, 
Nicolas Gorelchin, was connected 
by foreign observers here today 
with Fascist demonstrations in 
Rome against Russia and favoring 
Finland. There was no official Rus- 
sian comment available immedi- 
ately, 

A spokesman in the Soviet For- 
eign Office said he had not even 
heard that Gorelchin was returning 
to Moscow but promised to investi- 
gate the report. Rome dispatches 
said Gorelchin left there Tuesday 
before he had even presented his 
credentials. 

Moscow newspapers continued to 
ignore the League of Nations ses- 
sion in Geneva. The papers again 
assailed the Anglo-French naval 
blockade of Germany but still made 
no mention of the fact that Rus- 
sia is blockading Finland. 

Trade publications said there was 
increased commercial rivalry be- 
tween Great Britain and the 
United States, both in Latin Amer 
ica and the Far East.

It was discovered, for instance, 
that the tubercle bacillus does not 
always produce tuberculosis. Nine 
out of ten city dwellers have a fo- 
cus of dead or attenuated tubercle 
bacilli some place in their lungs or 
lymph nodes, but the germs have 
been conquered or killed or sur- 
rounded by calcified tissue and no 
clinical tuberculosis resulted. 

There are different strains of tu- 
berculosis which affect different 
animals. Besides the human form, 
there is the form in cattle—bovine 
tuberculosis, and the form in birds 
—avian tuberculosis. It is known 
that bovine tuberculosis will pro- 
duce the disease in human beings. 
It is doubtful if avian tuberculosis 
produces any human disease, al- 
though the condition of the lymph 
nodes called Hodgkin’s disease has 
been ascribed to avian tuberculo- 
sis 


IT IS POSSIBLE that different 
strains of the tubercle bacillus 
cause different manifestations in 
different tissues. Tuberculosis oc- 
curs in the lung most frequently 
but can occur in nearly any organ 
or tissue in the body. The second 
commonest. site of tuberculosis is 
in the bones or joints, the spine 
being affected most frequently, and 
next the hip joint, knee, wrist, el- 
bow and ankle. 

The next most frequent sites of 
tuberculesis are the lymph nodes, 
particularly in the neck. The con- 
dition used to be known as scrof-

Both of these hot 
breads demand yeast to raise them. 
They differ from the usual bread 
dough in the fact that a very small 
amount of shortening is used and 
that they are both baked on a grid- 
dle instead of in the oven. 

The recipes for both are much 
alike, excepting that twice as much 
liquid is used for crumpets as for 
muffins. We have a batter instead 
of a dough, Because of this fact, 
crumpets rise quickly and at the 
end of each half hour the bubbles 
which rise through the batter 
should be thoroughly beaten into 
it, at least three times. For baking 
crumpets it is necessary to have tin 
rings which should be greased and 
set on the griddle before they are 
half filled with the batter. When

Three cups sifted flour. 
One tablespoon melted shorten- 
ing. 

Crumble yeast cake into bowl 
and slowly add lukewarm. water, 
stirring until yeast is dissolved.

Add shortening and mix 
well, Turn out on floured board 
into smooth dough. 
Place dough in greased bowl, cover 
and let rise until double in bulk. 
Roll dough on lightly floured board 
to %-inch ‘thickness. Cut into 3 
inch rounds and let rise until dou- 
ble in bulk. Bake on greased grid- 
dle about 15 minutes, turning often. 
When cool, split, toast and butter.
